There the rulers look at it from the standpoint 
of populations; here ue sy mpathize with the 
y oung people because they are unable to fulfil 
the highest joy of y oung life. 
This is one of the deep disappointments of 
the depression era. 
In fact, the postponement 
of marriage on the part of all these y oung peo­ 
ple is more than a deep disappointment; it is an 
arrest of the normal course of life which may 
affect their entire lives. 
Family life and the 
nurture of children is, for the early y ears, the 
very foundation of complete living. 
To have 
the responsibilities of child nurture deferred to 
the y ears of middle life carries the burden into 
the y ears when the satisfactions of seeing chil­ 
dren taking up the responsibilities of life for 
themselves should be the enjoy ment of all mar­ 
ried couples. 
In addition to the many alphabetical adminis­ 
trations established by the New Deal, one which 
made provision* for y oung people to start the 
making of homes would be most welcome. Per­ 
haps that lies outside the purpose of the New 
D eal; but in a country like Germany , where an 
adequate population is believed to be necessary 
for national defense it is conceived to be a 
national necessity . 
It is this necessity that lies behind the prop­ 
osition of the German Chancellor. 
Ringed

should possess patriotic association s. 
Among state flow ers the v iolet, rose an d golden ­ 
rod are m ost popular; each has four adheren ts. Only 
one state, Colorado, has chosen the colum bin e, an d 
it* selection is the m oun tain v ariety. The n ation is 
poetically referred to as “Colum bia.” T his n am e an d 
th at of the flow er grow from the sam e L atin root, 
which m ean s “dov e” an d sym bolizes peace.

con sisten cy would be serv ed if the colum bin e w ere 
n am ed as America s floral emblem.
